Farther south, the Red armies 
were reported holding firm against

Dnieper while to the north great 
fighting was reported over Lenin- 
grad and In the land and sea ap- 
proaches to Russia's second city. 


The Russians said ,100 planes 
fought In the latest duel over Len- 
ingrad, with the Germans fleeing 
after losing seventeen machines. 


The' Soviet afternoon communi- 
que again reported merely that the 
Red army fought the invaders 
along the entire front last night. 


The fighting on the central front 
saw Increased Russian pressure in 
the direction of burned and wreck- 
ed Smolensk, a key point on the 
road Napoleon took to Moscow. 


The 129th anniversary yesterday 


of the occupation of Moscow and 
the Kremlin by Napoleon found the 
Germans still roughly some 200 
miles west of the Russian capital 
. —and their campaign already had 
exceeded Napoleon's by two days.

W)—The possibility that Finland 
may -be near the end of her war 
with Soviet Russia was heightened 
today by the declaration of a gov- 
ernment spokesman that there are 
"good hopes of peace In the nearest 
future." 


Any talk of a separate peace with 


Moscow was ruled out, however, 
by Valno Tanner, minister of trade 
and communications and leader of 
the dominant 
social 
democratic 
party, In an address to the nation 
yesterday, 


He stressed that Finland was an 


ally of Germany "only by accident" 
and that this country would con- 
tinue to fight only as long as her 
Interests demanded. 


"It Is for us an entirely defen- 


sive war with the aid of which we 
desire to obtain secure frontiers 
and lasting peace," Tanner said. 
"Whatever Is needed to secure this 
must be done, but there our task 
also ends." 


Finland, he added, never wanted 
war, but he declared that 
since 


"barbarous and expansionist Rus- 
sia" Is a neighbor "our long fron- 
tier Is still Insecure and it Is prob- 
ably essential that we should ren- 
der areas beyond it safe in a mil- 
itary sense. Before that, there Is 
no possibility of concluding peace 
with anybody,*

and navy Is cooperating closely, 
was progressing successfully. 
Bunkers in great numbers which

army encountered In France or 
Belgium. 
Some were said to have had con- 


crete walls six feet thick but the 
Germans said they smashed high 
velocity shells off these thick walls 
Incessantly and that finally they 
yielded, the explosives hammering 
through - vital Internal spots. 


The German high command de- 
clared today that Leningrad, its 
defenses already cracked, had been 
locked in a tighter encirclement 
by besieging Gorman forces aftc- 
"stubborn fighting for possession 
of modernly constructed fortifica- 
tions." 
"Great offensive operations In 
the east are progressing success 
fully," said the war bulletin from 
Adolf Hitler's headquarters with- 
out further elaboration.

Priority areas approved at Fri- 


day's meeting here included Shi-

WITH THE THIRD ARMY IN 


LOUISIANA, Sept.- 16.—(/P)—Navy 
bombers struck the first blows for 
the Third Army In the great Lou- 
isiana war games against the Sec- 
ond army today, but a weather 
hangover from the recent tropical 
storm kept all but a few of the 
combat alrforce on the ground. 


Only thirty-four of the approxi- 


mately 400 army and navy fight- 
Ing craft 
were 
able 
to get up 


through spotty weather to blast 
bridges on the strategic 120 miles 
of the Red River, running north- 
east and southwest from Shreve- 
port to Alexandria. 


It was far from a lighting war, 


largely because of precautionary 
measures. 


About an hour and a half after 


two squadrons roared off the Lake 
Charles airport Into a bright yel- 
low sunrise that shone through a 
gap In low clouds, five enemy bomb- 
ers dove from mists over supply 
docks In Lake Charles and theo- 
retically, caused extensive, but not 
serious damage. Flour-filled sacks 
took the place of bombs on all the 
missions. 


For 
some reason 
the 
Second 


Army bombers did not strike at 
the Lake Charles airport, only a 
few miles away and the headquart- 
ers of the Third air task force.
